Disgraced Congressman Anthony W;iner finally resigned Thursday, 
his career derailedby a trail ofTwt pics and text messages that would 
make raunch-master Russell Brand blush. Weiner, who at first denied 
all allegations, clearly did not even reveal the full scope of his sexting 
during a news conference last week. As more women, including a porn 
star, stepped forward to spill, W;iner appeared well short of sorry. 

“When you apologize, you need to get your facts together and make 
sure you are issuing a statement that is complete,” Shmarak advised. 
“That way you’re not making multiple apologies, which makes you 
look worse and call more attention to your actions.” 

Atone 

Unfortunately, rehab has become synonymous for going-into-hiding- 
until-another-celeb-mcsses-up-worse. That’s why Morgan deserves 
credit for instead volunteering to rally for gay marriage and meeting 
with bullied gay youths. But he needs to be careful it doesn’t appear 
he is trying to photo op his way out of trouble. “So many people, stars, 
athletes and people in corporate America see an apology as a short- 
term transaction,” Shmarak said. '“ITiey squander an opportunity to 
build long-term relationships, which should really he your goal when 
you offend people.”

*ALARMING TREND’ 

CONVICTIONS RARE IN REPORTS OF CAMPUS SEX CRIMES 


Chicago Tribune 

Women who report sexual violence on col- 
lege campuses seldom see their accused at- 
tackers arrested and almost never see them 
convicted, according to a Tribune survey of 
several Midwestern universities. 

The survey of six schools in Illinois and 
Indiana found that police investigated 
171 reported sex crimes with 12 resulting 
in arrests and four in convictions since faU 
2005. Only one of the convictions stemmed 
from a student-on-student attack, the most 
common type of assault. 

The rate of arrests and convictions is far 
below the average for rapes reported na- 
tionally 

The trend leaves an untold number of 
college women feeling betrayed and vul- 
nerable, believing their allegations are not 
taken seriously The Tribune’s findings also 
raise fresh questions about the way college 
administrators and law enforcement handle 
the allegations, even as the Obama admin- 


istration calls attention to the issue with 
a series of initiatives and investigations 
aimed at better protecting students from 
sex crimes. 

Russlynn Ali, assistant secretary for civil 
rights in the U.S. Department of Education, 
said the Tribune’s findings are in keeping 
with anecdotal evidence her office has gath- 
ered from victims. 

“I say this, albeit, with a very heavy and 
saddened heart,” Ali said. “These kinds of 
data are illustrative of the disturbing and 
alarming trend we are seeing across this 
country” 

For its survey the Tribune selected public 
and private colleges with varying student 
enrollments in Illinois and Indiana. The Tri- 
bune compiled its information from crime 
data campuses are required to report under 
federal law, and then checked with college 
administrators, prosecutors and others to 
obtain arrest and conviction information. 

Three of the six schools surveyed by the 


Tribune had zero convictions from their 
63 reported cases. 

By their very nature, campus sex crimes 
are difficult cases to investigate and pros- 
ecute. They often involve alcohol and con- 
flicting accounts on whether the physical in- 
teraction was consensual, making it difficult 
for law enforcement to sort out the truth. 

About one in every four rapes reported 
nationally results in an arrest, statistics show 
Of those arrested, about 62 percent are con- 
victed, according to a Justice Department 
study The FBI, which annually compiles 
crime statistics, does not track arrest and 
conviction rates for sex offenses on college 
campuses. 

The Tribune’s analysis found that at the 
six Midwestern universities surveyed, law 
enforcement made one arrest for about ev- 
ery 14 alleged sex crimes— including rape, 
attempted rape, sexual battery and sod- 
omy-reported on campus. The conviction 
rate of those arrested was 33 percent.

No one is in cus- 
tody and Chicago 
police still are search- 
ing for clues. But they 
have gotten leads and 
have since released a 
sketch of the suspect. 

The suspect in the 
March 28 incident 
was described as a 
black male, between 
17 and 25 years old, 

5 feet II inches to 

6 feet 4 inches tall and 
weighing between 
170 and 220 pounds. 

Police have said he 
was last seen wear- 
ing blue jeans, a black 
hat and a black jacket 
with vertical writing 

or graphics down the center. 

In the hours after the incident, police tried 
tracking the iPhone’s signal. Since the crime, 
police have also studied surveillance video 
around the Fincoln Park station and looked 
at other robberies to see if there could be a 
connection. 

The victim of the robbery lamented the 
CTA’s lack of a camera on the train where the 
crime occurred. 

“How are no cameras on the T?” she said. 
“Just to keep people safe and to have things 
clarified if there’s an incident, why would 
there not be one camera on any train?” 

The CTA said it has gotten a federal grant 
that will allow it to retrofit some older rail cars 
with cameras, agency spokeswoman Sheila 
Gregory said. She said the newer rail cars on 
order will come with security cameras. 

The Fullerton station, Gregory said, has 
cameras on the platform and in other areas. 
She could not provide specific details about 
the station’s security, including the cameras’ 
exact locations. 

The CTA works with police to “identify 
areas of concern or trends that maybe emerg- 
ing, and to deploy additional resources as nec- 
essary to help prevent and reduce” crime on 
CTA property Gregory said in an email, add- 
ing that those resources include tactical and 
uniformed officers.

How safe is that 
rooftop burger? 


Since 2008, records show that 10 of the 16 rooftops around Wrigley Field haven’t been 
inspected by the city’s health department, chrissweda/tribune

The Cubs don’t win much lately but pa- 
trons of the Wrigley rooftops usually leave 
games satisfied anyway— their stomachs 
full thanks to the heaping spreads that 
include everything from grilled chicken 
sandwiches and Italian beef to draft beer 
and soft-serve ice cream. 

^t the thousands of fans enjoying the 
rooftops each season have few ways of 
knowing if the food is safe to eat. Most of 
these establishments, the Tribune found, 
have escaped the eye of the city’s health 
department, which hasn’t performed the 
required annual inspections to ensure food 
is prepared, cooked and served safely 

Since 2008, 1 o of the 16 rooftops haven’t 
been inspected at all, records show. Five 
others have failed at least one inspection in 
recent years and haven’t been inspected on 
the required schedule. Rarely were any in- 
spections done during the baseball season, 
when the rooftops are operating. 

When the city conducts inspections, it 
sometimes discovers problems. Of the two 
rooftops checked this year, one was found 
to have black slime falling onto ice cubes in 
an ice machine. 

City health officials acknowledged they 


should be inspecting rooftops at least once 
a year but say they have fallen behind, in 
part, because some of the rooftops ex- 
panded beyond catered food to using their 
own full-service kitchens. They said the 
unwritten policy has been to treat rooftops 


the same way as bars— conduct an initial 
inspection and return only for a complaint. 

“These rooftops have evolved,” said Jose 
Munoz, deputy commissioner. “They’ve 
changed and we have to change with 
them.”

She said fire and smoke billowed in and 
around adjoining neighborhoods near 
Rogers Arena, where hundreds of angry 
hockey fans wreaked havoc after the loss. 

“I’m a little ashamed to live in Vancou- 
ver right now,” Richie said. 

The incident echoed a 1994 Vancouver 
riot after a Stanley Cup loss to the New 
York Rangers, which caused widespread 
damage that resulted in hundreds of ar- 


rests. 

The melee began after the Bruins won 
their first NHL championship in 39 years, 
trouncing the Vancouver Canucks 4-0 on 
Wednesday night. 

“It’s absolutely disgraceful and shame- 
ful,” Mayor Gregor Robertson told CNN 
affiliate CTV “It by no means represents 
the city of Vancouver.” 

He called the rioters “despicable” after 
hundreds of mostly young people took 
to the streets and set overturned vehicles 
ablaze. 

Vancouver Police Chief Jim Chu blamed 
“criminals and anarchists” who, he said, 
disguised themselves as Canucks fans. 

“These were people who came equipped 
with masks, goggles and gasoline, even fire 
extinguishers that they would use as weap-

Down year in Chicago, Jeter on 
DL temper series excitement 

Everyone seems to remember the 
hype surrounding the Yankees’ 

2003 visit to Wrigley Field, their 
first since Babe Ruth called his 
shot (or didn’t) in the 1938 World 
Series. 

Even those who weren’t there 
remember because not only was 
it billed as a possible World Series 
preview, but also Roger Clemens 
was going for his 300th victory 

“I remember watching those 
games and Roger going for 300,” 
said ^nkees manager Joe Gi- 
rardi, the former Cub who was 
finishing his career with the Car- 
dinals in 2003. 

For those who were there, it was a “special feeling,” ac- 
cording to Kerry Wood, who faced Clemens in the middle 
game of the series. 

“Lots of hype— I remember special T-shirts they were 
selling outside— and the game was very exciting, pitching 
against one of my heroes growing up,” said Wood, who 
won that game and went on to pitch the Cubs into the 
playoffs with Mark Prior (who won the third game of the 
Yankees series). 

Wood will miss the second coming of the Yankees this 
weekend. So will ^nkees shortstop Derek Jeter, whose 
pursuit of 3,000 hits would have been the highlight. Both 
players, who were teammates in the Bronx last summer, 
are on the disabled list. 

There’s one other reason for lack of hype compared 
with 2003: The ^nkees are still the Yankees, but the Cubs 
have reverted to being the Cubs. 

Sure, it’s still a big deal— the Cubs will set up special fan 
areas, and two games are on national TV— but not to the 
degree of 2003. 

The storylines? Girardi returns for the first time since 
being passed over for Cubs manager, and Larry Roth- 
schild returns as Yankees pitching coach after serving 
nearly a decade with the Cubs. He declined an interview 
request. 

“Sure, it means something for him,” Girardi said. “He 
has a long history there, and there’s Hark [Yankees bull- 
pen coach and ex-Cub Mike Harkey}. It always means 
something.”

When it comes to his movie set, filmmaker Martin 
Campbell is a talented tyrant in search of silence. 

So you can imagine the angst last summer when a 
shrill beeping interrupted work on “Green Lantern,” 
the Warner Bros, project opening Friday as the most 
expensive superhero film in a summer packed with 
them. 

“Not good,” star Ryan Reynolds said as the bleating 
fire alarm filled the New Orleans wood frame house 
that had been rented for an emotional family scene. 
The culprit, it turned out, was the mist being pumped 
into the home to lend a suffused burnish to the foot- 
age, and crew members scrambled to find the off but- 
ton even as Campbell turned three shades of purple. 

Work got under way once again but then another 
commotion: A fire truck had arrived at the curb and 
neighbors were beginning to cluster. The affable Reyn- 
olds shrugged with a don’t-look-at-me expression. “You 
know,” the star said, “Fm not actually a superhero.” 

It feels like alarms have been going off for months 
on the reportedly $200 million “Green Lantern”— 
the studio and filmmakers were spooked by the early 
blogger view that the movie looked more cartoonish 
than cosmic— but Reynolds might turn out to be the 
hero who saves the day 

The 34-year-old Canadian plays a reckless test pi- 
lot named Hal Jordan who finds himself pulled into 
a strange off-planet adventure when he is reluctantly 
drafted into an interstellar peacekeeping force called 
the Green Lantern Corps, a knighthood that boasts 
aliens of every shape and size and outfits them with 
high-tech rings that are so wondrous they seem magi- 
cal to human eyes. 

Jordan has been a Chuck Yeager figure in the pages 
of the Warner-owned DC Comics since the 1950s, 
but is just now getting a feature-film opportunity as 
the studio finally looks beyond Gotham City and Me- 
tropolis for a major superhero franchise. 

“The challenge from Day i was to find the right 
tone, that’s the first conversation, and we felt it 
should be a movie that is fun and an adventure and

is heroic,” Reynolds said in Louisiana, where much 
of the film was made. “You think about the heroes in 
movies like ‘Raiders of the Lost Ark’ or ‘Top Gun’ in 
a way, that’s what we were looking for here. I’ve said 
that he’s a guy who knows how to throw a punch and 
kiss a girl and tell a joke. He deals with dark things, 
but it’s not a dark film.” 

Reynolds tried to walk a tightrope with “Green 
Lantern” between the dark tones of “The Dark 
Knight” and the lighter side of “Iron Man.” But the 
green glow of the “Lantern” project has made it a 
cause of concern for the Comic-Con crowd, which 
loves lone-wolf antiheroes such as Batman, Wolverine 
and Jack Sparrow 

An early traialer that emphasized romantic com- 
edy instead of adrenaline adventure stirred an online 
backlash, but in April the filmmakers, Reynolds and 
costar Blake Lively made a course correction with a 
presentation at Wonder Con in San Francisco where 
thousands of fans cheered new footage that showed 
a ferocious space battle. (Warner Bros, decided just 
two months ago to throw another $9 million into the 
visual effects budget to improve the digital sculpting 


and final-stage polish work.) 

For director Campbell, the film was a chance to 
“make a superhero film that is up there — out in space, 
on different planets, in the cosmic— as opposed to 
down here, which we’ve seen again and again.” 

That’s true. The membership of the Green Lantern 
Corps is like a Knights of the Round Table mashed 
up with the alien cantina scene in “Star Wars” and, if 
this film clicks with audiences, the plan is for the fran- 
chise to hopscotch throughout the universe. 

The character will need to win over casual moviego- 
ers first, who will have to accept the basic conceit of 
the film — that the glowing ring of Hal Jordan can make 
anything he imagines take shape, whether it’s a giant 
green fist, a giant green brick wall or a green jet fighter. 

“It’s all about willpower, what he sees in his mind he 
can make real with his ring,” Reynolds said last year 
in New Orleans. A bit later, after all the imagi- 
nary fires on the set were out, Reynolds sound- 
ed like he was hoping his force of will would 
create green results at the box office too. 

“This is the movie the fans want to 
see,” he said. “We are going to deliver.”

The verdict: Get this. A penguin poops on Pop- 
per’s shoe and later, no joke, another one poops in 
his face. So funny Also, Popper’s assistant (Ophelia 
Lovibond) constantly uses words that begin with the 
letter “p,” which alphabet enthusiasts are sure to find 
just delightful. Carrey generates zero laughs with one 
penguin. Then five more penguins arrive, and even 
youngsters should know the product of six times zero. 

Almost forgot to mention: Popper gets hit in both 
the crotch and the face by a soccer ball. Kevin James’ 
“Zookeeper” can’t be this lazy, can it?

Good intentions don’t 
equal useful knowledge 

Few would disagree that many 
Americans aren’t overflowing with 
knowledge about Arabs or Mus- 
lims. Egyptian-American comedian 
Ahmed Ahmed (who directed this 
doc) wants to counter people’s ste- 
reotypes that, say, Arabs are serious 
all the time, so he goes on a tour to places such as 
Dubai, Beirut and Riyadh to see how the Middle 
East likes to laugh. Cue onstage material exclusively 
tied to nationality and religion. 

The buzz: At the least Ahmed’s film should be 
better than “Vince Vaughn’s Wild West Comedy 
Show,” a doc that perceived smug, obvious material 
as original and hilarious. 

The verdict: Perhaps Ahmed would learn more 
if he talked to more people who weren’t his friends 
or family It’s interesting to hear commentary from 
aspiring young Arab comedians and older folks who 
have no respect for that line of work, but this docu- 
mentary doesn’t discuss the cultural foundations 
that might reject comedy or why Westerners would 
be ignorant toward this region and its beliefs. “Just 
Like Us” turns a mild cultural expose into a brief, 
personal travel piece that provides neither laughs 
nor enlightenment, matt pais is redeye’s movie critic.

The verdict: George spends a lot of time in his own head, but 
we’re not in there with him. Writer-director Gavin Wiesen’s stale 
feature debut needs to be funnier, smarter, more surprising. In- 
stead, its wit (or lack thereof) isn’t dry so much as soggy bogged 
down by George’s brooding that doesn’t yield any unusual epiph- 
anies or major statements about escaping teenage gloom or the 
friend zone. ‘Art” only comes alive when its characters work to 
distinguish the world’s realities from what George frequently 
diagnoses as “bull{bleep},” which ideally is a distinction everyone

The best comedy club 
you’ve never heard of

Throughout the ’90s, All Jokes Aside in the 
South Loop was one of the most prominent 
black comedy clubs in the country Co-owner 
Raymond Lambert played a key role in iden- 
tifying and promoting an entire generation 
of stand-ups— from Jamie Foxx to Cedric the 
Entertainer— but his run would last only until 
2000. 

The new documentary “Phunny Business” 
(which screens at 8 p.m. Saturday at the Siskel 
Film Center as part of the Just For Laughs fes- 
tival) details the fascinating rise and fall of this 
once-storied venue. 

The obvious question posed (and ultimately 
answered) by the movie is why the club, after 
so many years of success, now exists only as a 
footnote in Chicago’s comedy history— or as 
the film puts it, “The best comedy club you’ve 
never heard of” As nationally renowned co- 
medians descend upon the city this weekend 
for Just For Laughs, it’s worth taking a mo- 
ment to look back at what the city once had. 

Lambert said he closed up shop more than 
10 years ago for financial reasons, with the 
idea of opening a new club in River North. 

“Gentrification came into play” Lambert 
said last week. “So you had rents in the South 
Loop that were going up drastically and were 
comparable to rents in River North. From a 
business perspective, you think, wait a sec- 
ond— I can get three times the foot traffic in 
River North, so staying in the South Loop just 
didn’t make a whole lot of sense.” 

There was another underlying issue that 
complicated matters. “The comedy business 
was changing. Even the black comedy scene

was changing. These {comedians} were now 
doing concerts in theaters and stadiums.” 

And audiences, he said, no longer were 
interested in seeing lesser-known stand-ups. 
“Do you want to be in the star business or the 
stand-up business? When we first started All 
Jokes Aside, nobody would ask me who was 
there. They just came.” 

It’s tantalizing to speculate what Chicago’s 
stand-up scene would look like today if Lam- 
bert’s plans for the River North location had 
panned out. But it was neighborhood resis- 
tance, he said, that made it impossible for him 
to open the new space. “By moving the club 
a mile-and-a-half north, it became very clear 
very quickly that I was from the South Side.” 

Although no one ever never stated it out- 
right, Lambert said it was obvious that he— 
and by extension, the black audiences he had 
cultivated at All Jokes Aside— were not wel- 
come. 

‘All Jokes Aside had a great run and maybe 
it was time to walk away” he said. “But it’s like 
an old wound.”

Noah Wyle signed up forTNT’s 
“Falling Skies” to impress a bunch 
of second-graders. 

“Honestly I put it to my 8 -year- 
old son, ‘Do you want to see your 
dad be a lawyer or a policeman or 
an alien fighter?’ He said, Alien 
fighter,’ ’’Wyle told RedEye earlier 
this month during his visit to 
Chicago. “He was totally psyched. 
I think 8o percent of the reason 
I’m doing this show is to get street 
cred with his second-grade class.” 
The sci-fi heavy family drama 
kicks off at 8 p.m. Sunday with a 
two-hour premiere. Wyle plays Tom 
Mason, a former history professor who 
now is one of the leaders of a militia group 
fighting the aliens and trying to rescue the 
children— including one of his sons— whom 
the six-legged “skitters” have enslaved. He’s 
also raising his youngest son, and supervis- 
ing his oldest as he grows from high school 
student to resistance fighter. 

Moon Bloodgood, Will Patton and Drew 
Roy also star in the series from writer Rob- 
ert Rodat and executive producer Steven 
Spielberg. 

Spielberg, of course, was another reason 
for Wyle to jump on board. After playing Dr. 
John Carter on “ER” for 15 years, Wyle took 
a break from acting to “reintroduce myself 
to my kids,” he said. He focused on his 
L.A. theater group and worked onTNT’s 
“The Librarian” movie series. That’s how 
he developed a relationship with the 
network. 

He said he read a few pilots program- 
ming executive Michael Wright showed 
him, but none tempted him back into 
series TV, until “Falling Skies.” 

“I thought this was a totally new 
genre for me, completely different kind 
of character, certainly thematically, a gi- 
gantic departure for TNT and I thought 
that was a pretty bold and courageous 
choice for them,” Wyle said. ‘And then, 
of course, having the pedigree of Mr. 
Spielberg and DreamWorks involved, it 
seemed like a pretty good fit.” 

Wyle appears to have enjoyed his first 
foray into the sci-fi genre. Admitting that 
he’s “a little late to the table as a science- 
fiction fan,” Wyle raves about how the

genre covertly explores hotbed contempo- 
rary topics. 

He’s also thought about why Hollywood is 
so fascinated with post-apocalyptic stories. 

“I think there’s an innate curiosity with 
every [technological] advancement about 
what would it be like if we lost it,” he said. 
‘And aliens provide a really great foil, because 
they’re an exterior threat. It’s not human 
against human. All the lines and divisions 
between us that exist now, whether it’s black/ 
white, young/old, man/woman, gay/straight, 
religious, get washed away in the face of an 
external enemy 

‘And then it becomes really about our 
own survival.” 

While working long hours in freezing 
Toronto weather to film the 10 -episode 
first season, Wyle wondered if he’d survive. 
But the experience has allowed him to do 
all kinds of new things — work with green 
screen technology and mechanized puppets, 
and even have his voice heard throughout 
the production. 

And let’s not forget how awesome he 
looks in the eyes of his son. 

“He was on the set a lot and operating the 
‘skitter’ animatronic head; the whole thing’s 
on a machine,” Wyle said. ‘And he got to 
meet all the characters and cast members. I 
think he’U be able to handle it.”
